Description: ff. i + 77 - Bound in very worn blue velvet with 4 holes (for ties?) in the center and edge of both covers. - 
Written in the early sixteenth century in France, apparently destined for use in the area of Chálons-sur-Marne; the feminine 
form in the prayer on f. 76 suggests that the first owner was a woman. A note on the back pastedown identifies a sixteenth 
century owner as Margueritte Morelz. Date and source of acquisition by Henry E. Huntington unknown. - C. W. Dutschke 
with the assistance of R. H. Rouse et al., Guide to Medieval and Renaissance Manuscripts in the Huntington Library (San 
Marino, 1989).
